W.J. Parks and Bishop Early 
—Proceedirgs cf Fifih end 
Sixth Days. 


The churches were all crowdcd on Sunday. The 
Sunday School Anniversary held at 3 Pp m., was ad- 
dressed by General A. H. Colquitt, Rev. W MCrun- 
ley, and Dr, Haygoud. 

The Memorial Service held at night, was of pecullar 
interest, and held for three hours. It was held in 
memory of Rev. Wm. J. Parks ard Bishop Jobn Early. 
Prayer py Rev. J. P. Duncan, Bishop Paine in the 
Chair. 

Rev. W. P. Rivers, one of the stand'ng committee 
on mamoris, reaa the memoir of Rev. W. J. Parks. 
Heard his first sermon in Elbert county. His father, 
Henry Parks, wasa revolutionary soldier, settled in 
Franklin county, and di<d at the age of 8. Wm, J. 
Parks was sent to echool at the age of five years to 
an old Dunkard. He read the Bible through twice at 
school, and was convert: d im 1818S at & camp-meeting 
when a boy. He was licersed to preach in 1821, and 
preached his first Sermon in Powelton, Hancock 
county. On his first Ciicuit he preached thirty times 
in twenty-two days, the whole year. He received $80 
in 1826. Was elected to the General Conference in 
1822, and to every General Conference since. He 
preached his Jast sermon in 1870. Visited Emory 
College on the day ot his death, Died on the 16th of 
October, 1873. The memoir was replete and admirably 
written. 

Dr J Boring being called said the Rev S Anthony 
and be were requested by deceased to preach his 
funeral, Mr Parks, when a Misrionary, came to ‘the 
house of Dr Boring’s father in Gwinnett county. 
Used to saddle his-horse. Received Dr, Boring into 
the church—took him around the circuit—gave him 
briefa of sermons—taught him how and whatto 
preach. The deceascd in early manhood was tall, 
erect and commanding in appearance. A man of 
profound and stupendous intellectual endowmen:s, 
sound in judgomeut, wonderfal grasp of mind 
but few Gcorgia intellects were «qual to his. His 
judgment was profound. In carly days preachers 
traveled on horseback, and he carried his commeu- 
taries on hcrseback, and was a hard student. He 
was one of the best sermonizers the speaker ever 
knew; studied most of hissermonein the woods on 
his kuees. He was & man of great executive abl ity ; 
a happy man sccialily. In principle he was immoy. 
able asthe Stone Mountain, Fer the two years of 
his affliction he could say every moment, “I know | 
that my Redeemer livetb.”’ This was the victory of 
the hero, for a hero he was. : 
He had a balanced character, was never unhappy 
or depressed, butalways a happy man.

We have only space to report the outline of a ser- 
mon preached in the Firet Pre:byterian Church, 
Marietta street, by the pastor, Rev. J. H. M rtin, 
recently installed into its charge, The subject was | 
the excei'ency cf the knowledgecf Christ. lt was | 
founded on Phil. 3, 8: “Yea coubtless, and I count | 
all things but locs for the ex:ellency of the knowledge | 
afJesu Christsmy Lord.”’ | 
Asa Jew and Pharisee, Pau! had boasted otcir 
cumcision, Hebrew blood, birtn, and nationality, and 
had trusted in the righteousness of the Jaw for jasti- 
fication and acceptance with God. The conse quence 
was, he had denieJ, ri jected, and blasphemea Jesus 
as the Messiah, and had persecuted his disciples, But 
be underwent # complete revolution in his views 
feelings, purposes, and manner of life, He renounced 
the peculiar doctrines of the Pharisees, ceased to 
rely for salvation on the works of the law, and em- 
braced Jesus Christ and the religion tanght by him, 
He rested on Christ as his only toundation refuze, 
and hope. 

Hente the Apostle magnifiel the knowledgs of 
Christ as incom parably excsllent and vastly superior 
to the iitualism of the land and all the privileges of 
that dispensation. He therefore disesteemed those 
things that were formerly so precious in his sight, 
considered them as loss, trifles, filth and refuse, com- 
pared with a knowledge of Christ and participation 
of his benefits. To know ths truth as it isin Jesus, to 
win Christ and be found ia Him. to be a partaker 

His righteousness, and an heir of enteroal lif 
through Him is to reach a height of attainment, priy- 
ilege and ble:gedness, that canaot be gained ia any 
other way. 

The speaker first alluded to the fact that Christ is 
areal, veritable, historical person, and therefore a 
proper object of knowledge. We cannot know that 
which is witoout existence and reality. Jesus Christ 
is not a myth, & phantasm, a creation of the imagines 
tien, like the gods of pagan mythology. He 1s a real 
being ; the same yesterday, tc-day and forever. He 
is, therefore, capable of being apprehended by the 
mind, embraced with the heart, honored with the 
lips aud in the life, 

The nature and characteristics of this knowledge 
werenextexhibited, Itis nota mere irtellectual or 
speculative notion, a species of scientific, philbsophi 
calor historical information, but a discernment cf 
Christ with the whole soul, He is perceived by un- 
derstanding, cnosen by the heart, and obeyed with 
the active powers of the will, The true and saving 
knowledge of Obrist is scriptural, spiritual, enpe:- 
naturaland experimental. It is derived from) the 
Bible, is imyarteld suvernaturally by the Holy 8S pirit, 
and is founded on inward, conscious experience, an 
acqiaintance with Christ by faith, love, intimate com- 
muajon,, delight in his service, and conformity to his 
will. The believercan say with J_b: ‘I know thet 
my Redeemer liveth.”’

It surpasses in value the ancient Greek philosophy. 
For that philosophy was exceedingly defective and 
imperfect as & system of truth, while it provided no 
means of redemption from s'n, gui t, punishment and 
death, and of restoration to rightousness, purity, lif 
and blessedness, It was utterly powerless to justify, 
cleanse and eave the soul. Incontrast with it is the 
glorious gospel of Christ, which, as a plan of eaiva- 
tion, meets the w nis of aguilty, polluted, perishing 
sinner, and confers on the believer pardon, holiness 
and immortality. 

The knowledge of Ubrist transcends in excellenc 
and worth alf otner science and learning. A man 
might be a living encyclopedis, familiar with the 
whole cire!e of eciences, acquainted with the philoso 
phy, history, poetry, literature and art of all nations 
and ages, but without a knowledge of Christ, he shall 
miserably perish, notwithstanding all his attaic ments 
and learning.
